Town  Warrant 


The  State  of  New  Hampshire. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Whitefield,  in  the  County  of 
Coos,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs.  You  are  hereby 
notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  in  said  Whitefield,  on  Tuesday  the 
twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects,  viz  : 

1st.       To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 
2nd.      To  choose  three  Selectmen. 
3rd.       To  choose  a  Treasurer. 

4th.      To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 
5th.      To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tion for  the  same. 
6th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 

and  building  of  highways  and  bridges. 
7th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
observances  of  Memorial  Day,  and  appropriate  the  same 
to  the  use  of  the  local  Grand  Army  Post. 
8th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 

and  building  of  sidewalks. 
9th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of 
books,and  paying  all  other  expenses  for  the  Public  Library. 
10th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  the  Town  may  deem  expedient  to  pay 

on  the  Town  debt. 
Uth.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 

and  building  of  sewers. 
12th.      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  by  Town  note,  such  sums  as  they  deem  necessary  to 
pay  current  bills  the  year  ensuing. 
13th.      To  see  how  much  the  Town  will  raise  to  support  streetlights. 
14th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  interest  on 
town  debt. 

15th.      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  paint  the  town 
hall.

To  raise  BUCh  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  snow 
scraper  for  use  upon  the  sidewalks. 

To  raise  such  sums  as  may  he  necessary  for  grading,  fencing 
and  improving  the  entrance  to  the  New  Cemetery. 

To  choose  two  delegates  to  a  convention  to  revise  the  consti- 
tution of  this  state,  holder!  at  Concord,  N.  II.,  on  the  (list 
Wednesday  of  June,  A.  D.  L912. 

To  see  if  the  Town  Will  vole  to  raise  and  appropriate;  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  slate  aid  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  highways,  under  the  law 
passed  at  the  January  session  1905  and  amendments 
thereto. 

To  seehow  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate, or  hire,  to  be  expended  in  the  construction  of 
the  State  highway,  it  being  understood  that  the  State 
will  furnish  or  appropriate  two  dollars  for  every  one 
raised  by  the  town. 

1o  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  ex- 
pend a  sufficient  amount  of  the  money  raised  for  the  per- 
manent improvement  of  the  highways,  under  article  19 
hereof,  or  under  article  6,  upon  the  highway  between  the 
Lancaster  road  and  the  Mountain  View  House. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  issue  bonds  of  the  town  in  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  a  rate  of  interest  payable 
semi-annually  at  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum 
in  payment  of  town  notes  now  outstanding  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  "Municipal  Bonds  Act  1895." 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation  all 
Whitetield  Town  Bonds  issued  under  and  by  virtue  of 
Article  22  hereof,  when  held  and  owned  by  citizens  of 
Whitefleld,  N.  H. 
To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Selectmen  to  hire  money, 
in  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  town  notes  now  out- 
standing, of  individuals  living  in  Whitefleld,  N.  H.,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum 
and  provide  that  all  money  thus  loaned  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation. 

Given  under  our  hand  and  seal  this  twenty  sixth  day  of  Feb- 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve.
